PEKING, Oct. 30.—The throne has acceded to 


the demand of the National Assembly for a 
complete constitutional government. In an 
imperial edict issued today the throne humbly 
apologized for its past neglect and grants an im- 
mediate constitution with a cabinet from 
which nobles shall be excluded, and a free par- 
don for the rebels and all political offenders. 


The government has received reports that 


the rebels from Tai Yuan Fu, capital of Shan Si 
province, have marched eastward and cut off 
General; Yin Tichang's railway communication 
with Peking. Tai Yuan Fu is 250 miles south- 
west of FeMng and has been reported before as 
having rejoined the rebellion. The government 
is preparing for the defense of PeKing'. Terror 
has,now seized the highest officials, many of 
whom are deserting their posts and fleeing to 
Tien Tsin. 


It is feared that today's surrender on the 


part of the throne has come too late to save the 
situation.

drew still nearer' and the ''revolution- 
ists were compelled to retire.'

loyalists,. whoso losses, had been, slight, 
advanced ' on the abandoned- fefenches 
in splendid order under, cover of the 
batteries, capturing fifteen "fi'el'd guns 
and taking fifty republican prisoners. 


But the rebels were not yet satis- 


fied. They returned to the fray in the 
afternoon, 
bringing 
reinforcements, 
fresh field ;guns and Maxims.. They 
advanced at double quick, cheering 
like eager schoolboys. They attacked 
tlie loyalists vigorously, but the fight 
was one-sieied. 


RAKED THE RABBUBJ. 


The trained imperial soldiers raked 
the armed rabble in front of them 
with their rapid firs guns and modern 
rifles. :The rebels held their ground 
gamely,' but were ultimately compelled 
to withdraw. 
They saved their field 
guns and carried off their wounded. 
Admiral Sah and his ships did not 
participate in the afternoon engage- 
ment.

A Great Editor Gone. . 


Joseph Pulitzer was'a remarkable man and had a remarkable 


career. He was a-Hungarian Jew, who came to this country at the 
age of twenty, poor, friendless and unknown. He died a multi- 
millionaire and the owner of two great newspapers, the New York 
World and the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. He 'made his fortune in 
the newspaper business, which he entered as a reporter for a. Ger- 
man paper, the Westliche Post, of which Charles Schurz was at one 
time editor. 


While writing for this German paper Pulitzer perfected himself 


in English, and in this acquired.language, became a.'.vivid, forceful 
and luminous writer. For a time he was Washington correspond- 
ent of the New York Sun, at that time the'most powerful 'newspaper 
in the United States. He bought the St. Louis Post-Dispatch,'then 
a br'>ken-down, non-paying concern, with borrowed. • money,_ and 
scon made it a profitable enterprise and an influential journal. 


Next he turned his attention to' the metropolis. The .New York 


World, established by Manton Marble as an organ .of the Albany 
Regency in the Democratic party, but it had fallen into the hands 
of Jay Gould, who used it to promote the sc'hemes .of financial 
piracy in which he was engaged.' In the chains of this slavery the 
World had sunk to a low ebb. Although brilliantly edited by Wil- 
liam Henry Hurlbut, it had ceased to have any influence, was dis- 
credited by the public and had become a burden of expense. Gould 
sold it to Pulitzer since'it was no longer useful to him. 


Pulitzer radically changed the policy overnight. He;put into the 


paper all the power of a brilliant intellect and a talent for organ- 
ization that has never been surpassed in the history of American 
journalism. As a newspaper organizer and director Mr. Pulitzer 
has had only two equals, William Randolph Hearst and Jam'es Gor- 
don Bennett senior. More than that, he was a great editorial writer.' 
His grasp of public questions and the structure of our political sys- 
tem was profound. He worked night and day with ceaseless energy 
to make the paper reflect his ideas and opinions. He was fearless, 
radical, indomitable. Though an intense Democrat, he fought Tam- 
many Hall and the bosses of his party.. He assailed the iniquities 
of Wall street, and appealed to the commonalty to rise- against the 
degrading domination of bossism and the evils of a sordid and un- 
scrupulous plutocracy. 


The success of the World under Pulitzer's management was in- 


stantaneous. It became a voice that was harkened to throughout 
the country. The defection of the New York Sun in 1884 allowed 
the World to become the chief .newspaper champion of the National 
Democracy. As the Sun dimmed in prestige and influence, the 
World rose. It was sensational, but it was sanely, intelligently and 
patriotically sensational. It exaggerated and played to the gallery, 
but it struck home certain great truths that it was vital the people 
should know and which they wanted to hear. It trampled upon 
tradition, hooted at precedent but held itself true to fundamental 
principles. Sometimes it pursued abstractions and theories too far 
—to an extreme that no statesman or legislator could follow—but 
the abstractions and theories were of the kind that raised the spirits 
of men and elevated' concepts of the mission of government arid the 
standards of human conduct. They were impossible, but elevating, 
educating and humanizing. 


But if Pulitzer smote with a bitter and relentless hand, he had a

popular chords and impressing his ideas on the public mi.nd. "

cost of feeding men In the army and 
navy, .and, as his .custom. Is, he affords 
comparisons of cost from,year to year. 
There Is nothing' of. startling interest in 
that .report; but as we scan it--closely, 
we become aware that it-conveys use- 
ful and suggestive information that-has 
a bearing . on • the " cost of . living as ' re- 
duced "by; the elimination of interme- 
diaries between consumer and producer. 
There is a lesson in it concerning the 
subject, that interest's people very much 
just at the present, time, namely, tha 
public-market.1 " 
'• . 


It is hot, necessary .to go Into any ex- 


tenfive details. 
Suffice to say that the 


food bill for the men In the United ^States 
army and navy has not increased in the 
same proportion as the food' bill .of the 
private citizen during the same period of 
time. 
In fact the increase in the rood 


bill for the men in the army and navy, 
covering -the period from one year to an- 
other, is so slight as to be negligible. 
Reckoned per- man it- is only the fraction 
of si cent each day 


The purchasing methods of the United 


States Commissary Department are -well 


understood. If the supplies are not bought 
directly from producers the transaction is 
brought so close to it that there i? no 
chance for extortion, for holdup through 
combination of dealers, or for anything 
of that sort. 
The government purchases 


are made pretty, nearly upon the same 
basis that prevails -when producer .and 
consumer meet in a public market hbufj 
to do their trading'.,. The. method is not 
the same, but practically the same prin- 
ciple is Involved. At any rate the use- 
less and expensive 
surplus middleman 


is .not permitted to dip in his oar and 
enrich himself at the expense of both 
ends of the line. 


That i$ all there is to the public mar- 


ket, idea, namely, <to get rid of the sur- 
plus and expensive distributer, thereby 
saving,money to chose who need 'it, and 
setting the surplus follow at liberty to 
engage in some productive line of busi- 
ness. 
Uncle Sam. points out to us that 


the public market is what you might call 
a three-way benefit—a benefit 
to 
tha 


man who has the goods to sell; arid a 
.benefit to the person who wants to buy 
them-to use; and a benefit to. society b3' 
the release of non-productive energy for 
productive purposes.—Portland Telegram.

Catholic" was the subject of a sermon 
by Rev. Thomas Burke. C. S. P., of New-

Rev. 
Burke spoke in part as follows: 


"Every man realizes at times during 


his life that he has a higher end to gain 
than can be found in the things about 
him In the world. 
No matter what his 


duties, the ouestion of religion is bound 
to present itself. 
'How shall I fulfill my 


duty toward God?' 
This question is one 


of conscience—no more and certainly no 
less. 
It is also a question of the indi- 


vidual. 
To be in harmony with God's 


win, to clo what He has commanded for 
the pain, of eternal life, is the object of 
man's religious instinct. 


SECOND QUESTION. 


"The second question of conscience that 


:foilows the first is 'How am I to find out 
.'the means left In the world to bring 
about the union of my soul with God?' 
•History tells us that this means, estab- 
lished by Christ was a living, recognized 
church. 
And it was. the means because 


it was given the right to speak as He 
had spoken." without error. 
Thti council 


of Jerusalem that decided the first dis- 
pute among the Christians, the council 
of Nice, which defined the divinity 
of 


Christ, the council of Carthage, which 
spoke on the inspiration of the Scrip- 
tures, fire a.ll evidences of a church act- 
ing- with divine authority. 
If such an 


authority existed in those days It must 
exist today. 
The only body that ever 


claims to speak with like authority to- 
day is the Catholic Church. She can say 
to all men, 'I lived in the days of Christ. 
I 
have 
borne 
within 
His 
message 


throughout tho centuries,' and to you I 
can say, 'I knew the truth that Christ 
imparted.' 
• "One reason, therefore, why I am a 
Catholic, is that the Catholic Church Is 
the only one that can give me certainty 
as to the teachings of Christ. 


ANOTHER REASON. 


"From the consideration of the funda- 


mental work of the church we find an- 
other reason. 
Those who consider the 


Catholic Church in her exterior alone or 
even in her social and civil Influence fall 
short of her true subject. In reality tho 
church was Instituted as the 
spiritual 


guide to. each individual soul. When a 
Catholic is asked the reason for his faith 
he must give as the ultimate reason, 'I 
am a Catholic because I believe the Cath- 
olic Church to be the means ordained by 
Christ to bring my soul into spiritual 
union with Him.' Whatever may have 
been the first movement that led him 
into the church, or whatever may Imve 
.been the most attractive feature for him 
within the vast society, hor authority, 
her ability, her civilizing influence, hei 
characteristic unity; whether drawn by 
her painting, as the German Overbeck; 
by her philosophy as the American Bron- . 
son and Hecker; by tho study of her his- I 
tory, as Cardinal Newman, each and all 
with these must say we are Catholics be- 
cause through the means intrusted to the 
church our souls aro linked with God.'

That thought deepens, broadens, or narrows tone at will. But 
it must be within before it can be impressed upon the listener.. 


The public does not know-what'there is in one voice".that, 


pleases it more than another, but wlj.ere there is sweetness of tone 
there is 'also sweetness of nature. Voices that wear out :early 
generally wear out from temper.

I know two great singers -whose careers were ended in early 


life simply by jealousy and temper. One singer of recent years 
would become so enraged at some trifle in her dressing room 
that she could not sing, .and the opera would have to be changed, 
while the audience had to wait while the impresario rushed about 
to get another prima donna in herjDlace. Today that woman's 
voice is gone. She has' ruined not only, her life but her art by 
giving way foolishly to outbursts of temper that were totally un- 
necessary and unreasonable. 


Instead of singing and growing more splendidly healthy in 


mind .and body, she has .shriveled ' up. and .become ugly and 
wrinkled—even her skin 'has 'grown sallow, and thick. 


She did not understand that one must sing in one's heart be- 


fore : one .can sing with''-the, mouth.".'

Seager 
left Reno last night with twelve samptes 
to take to Burbank.'• The tree from which 
they grew is seven years ojd, but has been 
eaten back each year by stock. This year 
it bore twenty-five seedless applea, «a 
perfect and coreless.
